Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Fredregill does not 
disclose that only particular types of points may be used for particular purchases or thatr a shopping cart view that includes separate 
transaction records for each of the item being purchased and the points being redeemed from various loyalty accounts. However, the 
Examiner notes that Fredregill discloses checking on whether the particular item being purchased has a "redeemable status" or not, i.e. 
whether the loyalty points may be redeemed for the item (Figure 3B, item 326). If the item has a redeemable status, the system will then 
determine how many points are needed to be redeemed for that specific item. As the purchase transaction continues, this check is made 
for each subsequent item. Fredregill further discloses that the customer receives a receipt that shows not only the item(s) purchased, but 
also the taxes, shipping charges, total amount due, and total points earned and redeemed (figure 6B, item 618). Thus, the system is 
checking to see if the loyalty points can be redeemed (has been authorized by the issuer) for that specific item. Davis was cited as 
disclosing redeeming loyalty points from various accounts when purchasing a product . 
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
